I have  the  honour  of  su])mitting'  for  your  consideration  my 
Report  for  the  year  1910  : — 

d'he  area  of  the  Ii)istrict  is  30,292  acres. 

The  population,  5,214. 

BIRTH-RATE. 

Fhe  births  registered  are  113,  67  males  and  46  females;  4 
males  are  illegitimate.  The  birth-rate  is  21  '6  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  Fhe  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  was  24  *4. 
The  rate  for  Fmgland  and  Wales  for  1910  is  24  *8. 


DEA'FH-RATE. 

I'he  deaths  registered  are  84,  55  males  and  29  females,  giAung 
a death-rate  of  16 'i  per  1,000  of  the  population,  d'he  a\  erage 
for  the  previous  ten  years  was  13  ’2.  Deducting  the  deaths  in 
the  City  Asylum  and  non-residents,  and  adding  the  deaths  of 
residents  registered  in  Public  Institutions  outside  the  District,  we 
get  a total  of  56  deaths  and  a rate  of  10-7.  I'he  death-rate  for 
Fmgland  and  A^bdes  for  1910  was  13  '4. 
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4'he  infantile  mortality  per  i ,000  births  registered  Is  h2, 
against  15  in  1909,  giving  a rate  of  1 '3.  I'he  average  lor  the 
previous  ten  years  was  1 ’7.  'Fhe  mortality  for  hhVgland  and 
Wales  was  106  per  1,000. 

CAUSES  OF  DFAd'H  DURINC  THE  YEAR  1910. 

'Fhere  were  56  deaths,  as  follows  (these  do  not  include  deaths 
in  the  City  Asylum  or  non-residents,  but  include  deaths  ol  residents 
in  Public  Institutions  beyond  the  District)  : — Whooping  Cough, 
i;  Enteric  Fever,  1;  Influenza,  i;  Fuiteritis,  i;  Phthisis,  5; 
Cancer,  ii;  Bronchitis,  3;  Pneumonia,  4;  Heart  Disease,  12;  all 
other  causes,  17. 

For  the  Escrick  locality  there  were  35,  against  33  in  1909. 

For  the  Dunnington  locality  there  w'^ere  21,  against  18  in 
1909. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  Is  ‘3  per  1,000  ol  the  population; 
the  rate  for  1909  was  ‘i. 


CASES  OF  SICKNESS  REPORTED  UNDER  THE 
N O F I E I C A F I O N O F I N F F CT 1 0 U S D I S F:  A S E S AC  F . 

There  were  7,  against  19  in  1909: — Diphtheria,  5;  Scarlet 
i^'ever,  i ; FAiteric  F'ever,  i. 

Enteric  Fever. — During  the  year  only  i case  was  notihed, 
against  4 in  1909.  The  case  was  that  of  a man,  aged  36,  who 
resided  at  WTst  Cottage,  Hagg  Lane,  Dunnington.  On  my 
visit,  which  was  on  the  8th  October,  I found  the  drainage  in  an 
unsatisfactory  condition  and  the  ashpit  uncemented.  The  water, 
which  was  obtained  from  a surface  well,  I tested  and  found  con- 
taminated. I'he  F'ever  was  of  a severe  type,  and  the  man 
unfortunately  died  at  the  York  County  Hospital.  A new  well  is 
to  be  provided,  and  the  insanitary  conditions  complained  of  are 
to  be  rectified  at  the  earliest  possible  date. 


Scarlet  F'ever. — i case;  In  1909  there  were  11.  I'he 
patient,  aged  19,  was  on  a visit  to  Naburn  Hall,  and  a few  days 
after  his  arrival  began  with  F'ever.  He  was  removed  to  the 
York  F'ever  I4ospital,  and  the  rooms,  bedding,  etc.,  thoroughly 
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stovcd  and  disinfected.  From  the  history,  1 gathered  that  the 
Fever  had  most  probably  been  ('ontrac'ted  prior  to  his  visit. 

Diphtheria. — I'here  were  5 ('ases  of  this  disease  notified 
durinj^  the  vear.  Of  these,  2 occurred  at  Rose  Cottage,  h'ldford  ; 
I in  March  and  the  other  in  April.  On  my  visit,  immediately 
after  the  occurrence  of  the  former  case,  I was  unable 
to  trace  any  cause.  I'his  case  was  not  remo\ed  to  the 
Fever  Hospital,  but  was  treated  at  home.  A month  later  the 
mother  developed  the  disease  and  was  removed  forthwith  to  the 
Hospital.  In  the  middle  of  December,  3 further  cases  occurred 
at  Dunning'ton.  I'he  first  was  that  of  a child,  aged  6,  in  a cottage 
in  Church  Street,  in  which  several  insanitary  conditions  were 
lound  which  were  in  themselves  suflficient  to  explain  the  outbreak, 
d'hree  days  later  the  other  2 cases  showed  themselves  in  a neigh-

bouring-  cottage  at  which  there  were  no  insanitary  conditions 
worthy  of  note,  but  the  children  had  been  in  contac't  with  the 
former  case,  d'he  earlier  case  was  treated  at  home,  the  2 later 
were  removed  to  the  k'ever  Hospital.  All  the  (xi.ses  recovered. 


MISCELl.AXKOUS  DISEASES  NOT  COMING  LENDER 

THE  ACT. 

Chicken  Pox  was  pre\'alent  among  the  school  children  at 
Fulford  during  the  month  of  March,  and  at  Naburn  during  Julv. 
An  epidemic  of  W'hooping  Cough  occurrc'd  at  Dunnington  in 
August,  and  at  Naburn  in  December.  Measles  were  pre\alent 
at  \Mieldrake  in  November.

As  far  as  possible,  and  unless  there  are  special  circumstances 
prex'ailing,  all  cases  are  removed  to  the  York  Fe\'er  Hospital  as 
they  occur.  All  bedding  and  (dothing  that  might  be  presumed 
to  be  infected  are  removed,  under  the  super\'ision  of  the  Inspec'tor, 
to  the  \ ork  Disiniecting  Station,  tor  the  requisite  purification. 
1'he  rooms  are  thoroughly  stoved  with  formalin,  bv  means  of  the 
.Vlformant  A apparatus.  All  swabs  and  pathologic'al  material  from 
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cases  of  Diphtheria  and  other  1^'evers  are  sent  to  the  Clinical  Re- 
search Association  in  London  for  expert  examination,  as  arranged 
by  Dr.  Mit('hell  Wilson,  and  has  been  found  to  work  \'ery  satis- 
factorilv.  1 have  systematically  put  into  force  the  Rules  for  the 
Isxclusion  of  School  Cdiildren  owing  to  outbreaks  of  In  lections 
Disease,  a copy  of  which  I received  from  Dr.  Wilson. 

WATER  SUPITW  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

From  financial  and  other  considerations,  the  provision  of  a 
wholesome  water  supply  for  the  District — the  necessity  lor  which 
was  clearly  shown  by  the  analyses  of  Dr.  Mitchell  Wilson  and 
Mr.  h'airlev  in  1903 — has  not  yet  been  possible,  but  it  is  recognized 
b^■  the  Council  that  the  desirability  continues.  Several  samples 
tested  by  me  and  examined  by  public  analysts  show  a similar 
state  of  things  to  those  existing  in  1903,  following  which  it  may 
be  mentioned  several  new  wells  have  been  sunk. 

P U BLIC  SCAVENGING. 

As  stated  in  my  Report  of  last  year,  the  pan  system  is  being- 
extended  wherever  possible,  failing  the  adoption  in  the  District 
of  a system  of  Public  Scavenging,  wTich,  as  you  know,  I have 
constantly  advocated.  The  ordinary  privies  and  ashpits,  unless 
regularly  and  carefully  cleansed,  are  sources  of  danger  to  the 
public  health. 

VILLAGE  SEWERAGE. 

While  there  have  been  some  minor  improvements  in  the 
systems  of  drainage  in  Heslington  and  Fulford,  no  important 
advance  has  been  made  in  the  District  as  a whole.  The  settlina' 
tank  at  k'ulford  continues  to  give  satisfaction. 


L>  A 1 R I E S , C O W S H E I)  S , Nc . 

On  April  19th  I recei\'ed  a letter  from  the  Count\' 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  asking  me  for  the  number  of  Cowsheds 
registered  in  the  District.  I had  to  reply  that  no  proper  register 
was  kept,  but  that  the  inspector  kept  one  for  his  own  use,  which 
contained  references  to  13  Cowesheds.  fVs  you  are  aware,  this 
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subject  has  been  brought  to  your  notice  by  me  on  several  previous 
occasions.  During  the  year  40  inspections  have  been  made  by 
the  Inspector,  and  he  finds  that  the  conditions  are,  on  the  whole, 
fairlv  satisfac'torw 


F ACTO  R I K S .\  N D WO  R K S H OPS  ACl’  S . 

During  the  \'ear  17  inspections  were  made,  and  no  delects 
calling  for  special  notice  were  reported. 

THE  EEEDIXO  AND  REARING  OF  INFANTS. 

In  view  of  the  im'rease  of  the  infantile  mortality  from  15  per 
1,000  births  registered  last  year  to  62  in  the  present  year,  I would 
recommend  the  redistribution  of  the  pamphlet  previously  issued 
at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Mitchell  Wilson. 

During  the  year  two  measures  of  special  importance  have 
been  put  in  force  by  the  Council,  namely,  the  free  supply  of 
Diphtheria  Antitoxin  to  medical  men  attending  cases  of  Diphtheria, 
and  the  voluntary  notification  of  cases  of  Phthisis.  Besides  this, 
permission  has  been  given  to  your  Medical  Officer  to  call  in  the 
services  of  a Meterinary  Surgeon  in  cases  of  suspected  tubercle 
in  milk  cows. 

HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &c.,  ACT,  1909. 

Next  year  the  Regulations  under  this  Act  will  be  put  in  force 
in  this  District.  The  Act  will  be,  in  my  opinion,  of  inestimable 
value  to  the  public  health  of  the  District,  if  it  is  faithfully  carried 
out.
